WILMINGTON - On Friday, 
October 11, the Butters Row 
water treatment facility was 
shut down due to high levels of 
nitrites. 

The standard level of nitrites 
is 1.0 milligram per liter. Last 
week, the level was found to be 
1.3 milligrams per liter in one 
site out of the fourteen that are 
tested on a regular basis. 
According to Water 
Department Superintendent 
Michael Woods, the most cur- 
rent test, which was completed 
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Butters Row water treatment facility 


Nitrite level forces shutdown 


on the morning of Tuesday, 
October 15, showed levels of 
0.39 milligrams per liter. 

The Water Department noti- 
fied affected residents about 
the high level of nitrites 
through leaflets delivered to 
homes and personal visits 
made by water officials. 

Nitrites are formed by the 
breakdown of ammonia. 
Wilmington had to have water 
pumped in from Burlington. 
Residents were told not to let 
babies six months or younger 
drink the water. Infants’ hemo- 
globin will not take in oxygen 


properly when they have high 
nitrite levels.

(DEP) in Wilmington on 
Tuesday. This previously sched- 
uled meeting was for members 
of the Upper Ipswich River 
Committee and DEP officials,

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Third time’s not the charm

WILMINGTON - It was 
“strike three” for the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
when it convened on Tuesday 
night and tried once again to 
fill a vacancy on the board that 
has existed since July. 

The attempt to find a succes- 
sor to Scott Garrant, who 
resigned from the board this 
past summer, was scheduled to 
be addressed at nine in the 
evening, but a hotbed of issues 
pushed discussions about the 
vacancy all the way back to the 
wee hour of two in the morning. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Cain kicked off the proceedings 
by inviting his fellow board 
members to bring forth their 
candidates of choice, so that 
they may make the case as to 
why they should be chosen for 
the available seat. 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
nominated Mickey Rooney, who 
is this year’s recipient of the 
Good Guy Award. Selectmen 
Robert Palmer nominated 
Daniel Wandell, Junior, who 
recently submitted his name 
for consideration. 

At the meeting on September 
23, Chairman Cain had picked 
Wandell from the audience and 
put him to a vote, even though 
Wandell had not made his inter- 
est in the position known at the 


time. 

When a vote was taken to 
nominate Rooney, Selectmen 
Lepore and Michael McCoy 
voted in favor of the Good Guy, 
but Selectmen Palmer and Cain 
voted against the idea. Yet 
another tie was produced when 
Wandell was put to a vote and 
Palmer and Cain voted for him 
but Lepore and McCoy did not. 


Residents in the audience, 
who dwindled in number as the 
night grew later, made known 
their displeasure with the grid- 
lock and Chairman Cain. 

“This is so typical,” said 
Marilyn Cox, who stood up and 
pointed directly to Cain. “Do 
you have a different agenda 
here? You guys could take a les-

Selectmen hold off on fate of liquor license 


Royal Dynasty defends 
bartender’s actions

WILMINGTON - During a 
public hearing that was held by 
the Board of Selectmen on 
Tuesday night, the manager 
and attorney of the Royal 
Dynasty Restaurant defended 
the actions of a bartender who 
has been accused of serving 
alcohol to the point of intoxica- 
tion to two men who allegedly 
caused a fatality on Eames 
Street in April. The charges 
rise to the level of a violation of 
the state's liquor laws. 

On April 9, 2002, Nicholas 
Demonico, 22, and James 
Quigley, 23, both of Woburn, 
reportedly drank two alcoholic 
drinks while watching a hockey 


game at the Royal Dynasty 
Restaurant on Lowell Street in 
Wilmington. It is alleged that 
after leaving the restaurant the 
men engaged in a drag race 
along Eames Street when the 
car they were operat 
crossed the center line 
struck a motorcycle driven by 
Dracut native James 
Cunningham, 32, father of 
three. Cunningham was rushed 
to the Lahey Clinic in 
Burlington, where he was pro- 
nounced dead the next morn-

TRUSTS TO EAST 
ESTATE PLANNING 

The facts of estate tax law are 
changing regularly. This year, an 
individual can leave $1 million 
exempt from estate taxes—that's 
expected to increase to $3.5 million 
in 2009. In 2010, estate tax is sup- 
posed to disappear, and then return 
at 2002 levels by 2011. Ultimately 
Congress may or may not repeal 
estate tax altogether. 

Certain trusts can help deal with 
the changing picture. Under a 
bypass trust, assets equal to the 
exemption-equivalent amount are 
held in trust. The spouse can 
receive the income during her life- 
time, but the principal passes tax- 
free to the children or other heirs 
after the death of a second spouse. 

A disclaimer trust lets the surviv- 
ing spouse decide (within a nine- 
month deadline) whether or not to 
fund a bypass trust. This provides 
great flexibility, bui requires 
absolute trust that the remainder 
will pass on to the preferred heirs. 
If the funds are not disclaimed, the 
assets remain in the second 
Spouse's estate.

The Wilmington Water Department has faced its share of 
criticism during the last few days in regards to the way ithandled 
the detection of a high level of nitrite on Butters Row on Friday 
that forced the water treatment facility there to tamporarily shut 
down.

The presence of 
nitrite, a chemical that could turn to ammonia, harms such 
children when ingested because it tricks the youngster’s brain 
into believing that it is receiving the oxygen that it needs, when, 
in fact, it is not. 

Any danger that threatens children is unacceptable, so the 
alarming development on Friday is definitely a call to arms for 
the newly formed Citizens Advisory Panel to start demonstrat- 
ing some might with Olin Chemical Corporation, the company 
charged with cleansing that area of town of all contaminants. 
Assessments of the water department's response to last Friday's 
troubling discovery should, however, be more diplomatic than it 
has been. 

Once Superintendent Woods learned about the high level of 
nitrite, he contacted all of the major television stations in the 
region and informed them about the development. The treat- 
ment plant was closed before the weekend began, the water there 
was flushed with chlorine, the level of nitrite was reduced to an 
acceptable reading, and the facility was set to open again on 
Tuesday evening. Inthe meantime, water officials in town made 
petsonal visits to the affected residences and spoke with families 
or left a leaflet for those who were not home. 

Could more have been done to make water officials more 
accessible during the weekend? Sure. While it is important to 
immediately contact directly affected residents, there are others 
throughout town who feel passionately about the safety of the 
community's water and do not want the possibility of danger to 
be treated in a hushed manner. They rightly want the informa- 


tion out there, so that it can be dissected and used as proof in the

Autenzio, the owner of 
Wilmington Pet Store, reported 
that she has been aware of 
ongoing high levels of nitrites. 
She first noticed them two 
years ago. 

“Smaller animals are affected 
by chemicals first,” said 
Autenzio. “But it is not just the 
fish.” 

In an effort to keep the 
nitrites at an acceptable stan- 
dard, chlorine is added by the 
water department to the system 
to flush it out. Nonetheless, 
many residents have concerns 
about the effort to rid the sys- 
tem of nitrites. 

“I am not totally surprised 
that nitrites were found,” said 
Sullivan. “We have been saying 
this for a long time. The town 
has been playing Russian 
roulette with the balancing of 
nitrites and chlorine.” 

Superintendent Woods 
responded, “Those type of 
statements are meant to get 
headlines. Just a dozen homes 
were affected by levels of 
nitrites that caused the Butters 
Row water treatment facility to 
close.” 

The Butters Row water treat- 
ment facility was planned to be 
back in operation by Tuesday 
night. 

State Representative James 
Miceli, who attended the DEP 
meeting, asked, “Have we 
reached the time that we are 
better off looking for a better 
source of water?” 

DEP officials who monitor 
the drinking water said that 
they have advised the Town of

Massachusetts Water Resource

According. to — Woods, 
Wilmington has already moved 
forward on a connection to 
MWRA and has permission to 
build an emergency connection.

Crazy start, crazy

ANDOVER — Trailing 12-0 
seven minutes into the game 
against a winless team wasn’t the 
way the Tewksbury High football 
team envisioned on Friday night. 

But putting up 40 points in the 
final 37 minutes was something 
not too many teams can fathom, 
nevermind envision.

Feral cats update

Last week’s featured story in 
Middlesex East profiled the 
plight of a the.Wolverton Colony 
of feral cats, and as a result, one 
very generous donation has 
made life much easier for both 
the cats and their group of dedi- 
cated caretakers. 

Priscilla Fitzgerald, owner of 
Fitzgerald and Associates Real 
Estate in North Reading, was 
just one of the many readers 
who learned of the Wolverton 
Colony’s dilemma - they were 
left to starve after their caretak- 
er of 13 years passed away in 
September. 

After reading the piece, 
Fitzgerald relayed the story to 
her son, Jack, who currently 
resides in New Jersey. 

Jack Fitzgerald, founder of 
an organization called Waste for 
Charity, has now agreed to 
donate a total of 150 bags of cat 
food - that comes to about 4,000 
pounds dry kibble. 

The donated food, which is 
expected to arrive in Wakefield 
by truck later this week, will be 
enough to feed not only the 
Wolverton Colony, but also a sec- 
ond smaller colony of feral cats 
for at least one year. 

Notably, a handful of other 
Middlesex East readers have 


made much-appreciated 
donations which will now 
be used to care for the 
dozens of cats. 

A feeding box was also 
recently donated by an 
area feline rescue group, 
so now, a good portion of 
the food will be protected 
from the elements after 
it’s put out each day. 

In case you missed last 
week’s feature, the term 
feral cats describes 
domesticated feline breeds 
which are left to survive in 
the wild. 

Nearly a year. ago, 
PAWS (the Protection of 
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Animals in Wakefield 
Society) teamed up with 
the Wolverton Colony’s 
namesake, Barbara, to
